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Reasons for allowance 

1 . Claims 9-1 7, 1 9-25 and 28-37 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1 -26. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited heat-shrinkable polyolefin series 
laminated film further including a surface layer (I) comprising a mixed resin of a cyclic 
olefin series resin and a polyethylene series resin (A) in a mass ratio of 90/1 0 to 50/50; 
an intermediate layer (II) comprising a polyethylene series resin (B) whose crystal 
melting peak temperature (Tm) is no greater than 125°C, as measured with a differential 
scanning calorimeter (DSC); and intermediate layer (III) comprising a cyclic olefin series 
resin, wherein the film comprises a layer arrangement of (I) layer/(II) layer/(III) layer/(II) 
layer/(I) layer or (I) layer/(III) layer/(II) layer/(III) layer/(I) layer. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
